Sometimes it is easier to deal with artifacts that people can 
agree on. A superbly-crafted ship model with incredible 
detail, a painting that is supposed to look like something but 
does not, a caulking mallet in perfect condition, a log-book 
revealing the previously unknown story of a vessel — nearly 
everyone will agree on the value or lack of value. 

With folk art, like with art in general, it is not so simple. 
We all know what we like, but we do not all like the same 
stuff. With folk art, we cannot even agree on a definition. If

Senior ClirStor shipcarver, but is self-taught, is his or 


her work folk art or not? If the object 

has a practical function, like a mackerel plow, can it be art, 
or is it just a decorated mackerel plow? Can an object be 
folksy without being art at all? Does it matter? Well, it turns 
out that to many people it does matter. To art collectors, to 
art historians, to museums (perhaps especially art museums) 
and their curators, it can matter very much. To those of us 
on the curatorial staff at Maine Maritime Museum, putting 
together this exhibit takes us right out of our comfort zone. 
Exhibit design and artifact selection with raised hackles can 
be an interesting experience. 

Having agreed that we would have an exhibit relating to 
folk art, we decided that we would give the exhibit a unify-

The hinges and evidence of an earlier style of becket indicate a very early 
date for this chest. It has three tills in an unusual arrangement, and deco- 
rative painting on the inside of the lid and on the lids of the tills. Seamen 
did sometimes decorate their own chests, although it is not certain that 
that is the case here. 


ing educational theme, like most of our exhibits. Our theme 
mandates that objects in the exhibit be made by people who 
went to sea. Most items will be made by seamen or officers; 
a few will be made by people who traveled as passengers or 
the captain's family. There will be a few negative examples 
(like sailors’ valentines, widely thought to be made by sailors 
for their sweethearts at home, but actually sold at shops in 
the Caribbean), but most items in the exhibition will be 
mariner-made. In some cases the artist will actually be 
unknown, but we suspect him (her?) to be a mariner from 
the technical expertise evident in the artwork. 

We will exclude objects made by people who made a liv- 
ing by making them, without researching their lives in depth 
to see whether they might have made sea voyages at some 
point. Ships’ figureheads fit into this category — they are art, 
and sometimes they look a little naive or primitive, but they

This painting came from the family of a mate on this ship, Zaccheus Allen. 
The family story was that Capt. Warren Morse, in command of America at 
the time, had painted this and given it to mate Allen. An almost identical 
painting is known. Morse commanded this vessel from its construction in 
1864 through 1869; he died in 1874. The sturdy Capt. Morse can be seen in 
the painting, standing at the forward edge of the poop deck. Despite what 
is evidently a fierce storm, with a wave coming over the rail, watch is being 
carefully kept forward, all the yards are braced in rigid alignment, and sails 
are perfectly furled.

Many museums, including this one, specialize in historic, old 
things. Nevertheless, we spend a lot of time thinking about 
how to cast a new light on old things, how to make connec- 
tions between old things and our contemporary world, and 
how to make the museum experience fresh and interesting 
for repeat visitors. By the time the summer season arrives, 
visitors will find that many old things at MMM are “new” 
throughout the campus. Let me take you on a brief tour: 


e Starting in the parking lot, we moved the nine foot 
anchor on Washington Street to a more visible spot in 
front of the entrance. 


e Entering the building, the monumental trail board display 
from the Cora F. Cressy was relocated to the far end of 
Sewall Hall where it is much more accessible. 


e All the flags in the Sewall Hall entrance have been re-hung 
in a fully horizontal orientation so they can be better 


seen and appreciated. 


e Across from the admissions desk there is a new hands-on 
activity that explains the history and purpose of house 
flags and signal flags. 


¢ The Museum Store is stocked with lots of new items 


including many only available at the Museum. 


e There is a new flat screen TV in Sewall Hall playing 
orientation videos. 


e In the changing exhibit galleries, a new exhibit is installed, 
Mariner Made: Folk Art by Those Who Went to Sea, that 
brings some rarely-seen objects out of our storage vault 
and places them in the greater context of folk art 
throughout the state of Maine as part of an 11 museum 


Folk Art Trail. 


¢ Out in the shipyard, food service will be offered in the 
new EvenKeel Café so visitors can enjoy unparalleled 
views of the Kennebec River while they have a light 
lunch or snack. 


This anchor came to us in 1970, donated by the Cianbro 
Corporation, who excavated it from 15 ft. underground. It 
had no vessel association, is 9 feet in length, and is estimat- 
ed at 3,000 Ibs. It probably comes from the excavation for 
the sewerage pumping station just south of the intersection 
of Front and Bowery streets, which would be in the territo- 
ry covered by the huge New England Co. yard. New 
England Co. didn’t build after 1906, but it is possible that 
some other shipbuilding operation leased the yard between 
then and 1916. During WWI, that shore line was part of 
the Texas yard, but all their vessels had stockless anchors. It 
is hard to imagine how this anchor got “left behind” or 
how it ended up 15 feet underground. If it is really 3,000. 
Ibs, then it could be a bower anchor for an B00: -ton vessel, 
or a stream anchor for Wyoming! 


Everything Old is New Again 


¢ The Kid’s Pirate Play Ship is rigged and ready for 


adventure. 


¢ Up the hill in the boat shop, our recently-hired Boat 
Shop Coordinator, Kurt Spiridakis, is leading new 
programs and working with volunteers to restore non- 
collection boats that will be made ready for sale. 


¢ The Fitting Out Pier is undergoing major repairs so the 
floats have been re-routed to provide safe access to the 
water for river cruises and visitors arriving by boat. 


e There is a new series of behind-the-scenes tours of area 
boat builders, new river cruises focusing on the environ- 
ment of Merrymeeting Bay, and many other new lec- 
tures and programs. 


¢ Behind-the-scenes, a new HVAC system has been installed 
in the Maritime History Building so we can maintain opti- 
mal climate control for the artifacts in our care. 


This is only a partial list of what the staff and volunteers 
have been working on over the past several months. If any 
of these things interest you, I hope youll consider volun- 
teering some time to help us work on projects like this. If 
you appreciate what Maine Maritime Museum is doing 
and want to support this work, please consider becoming a 
member or making a contribution to our annual fund — 
providing the “fuel” to power our engine. And, as always, 

I hope you'll visit soon and often and enjoy a new experi-

Behind the Scenes 
at MMM 


Between November and May, about 40 
stalwart volunteer staffers are in and out 
of Maine Maritime Museum from 
Monday through Friday every week. 
Some volunteers are in the Library 
doing research, entering data, organiz- 
ing photos, charts, and ship plans, and 
responding to requests from the public. 
Others may be found in the Curatorial 
department accessioning new objects, 
entering them into a database, or work- 
ing on restoration projects. A special 
group of volunteers have helped relo- 
cate large parts of the collection to 
accommodate the work to be done on 
the HVAC system. This winter three of 
our volunteers have been helping to 
restore the kitchen at the Donnell 
House.

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My Favorite Artifact 


The Museum has a collection of charts from the late 18th 


through the 20th century. My volunteer colleague, 


_ Suzanne Wilhelm, and I have been working for the past 


year cataloging and filing the collection. 

150 years ago, the charts were the personal property of 
the Master. He took them with him from vessel to vessel 
and they would be put away after he “came ashore.” On 
the charts the Master recorded the day's noon position of 
each passage, thus enabling us to follow his career at sea. 
In addition to the voyage tracts, the charts contain notes 
like where whales were sighted and remarks on local condi- 
tions encountered in an area, as reminders should he come 
that way again. 

One set of charts shows the Captain starting his 
Masters career in the 1840’s commanding vessels running 
between Bath, Maine and Liverpool, England, and other 
ports in North Europe. Then in the early 1850's, the voy- 
ages change to California and China, from Boston and 
New York. From the Master's notations, one can see the 
storms in the North Atlantic, the tacking back and forth 
for weeks trying to round Cape Horn, and the days stuck 
in the doldrums in the Pacific, where the noon position 
hardly changes for days at a time. 

One chart of the South Pacific from Captain Allen's 
collection shows legs of his voyages on the Charles Dennis 
and the Harvester. One voyage is noted “September 1884 
voyage Antwerp to San Francisco.” He evidently missed 
his wife, as he had penciled in her name, “Etta B. Allen,” 
all over the chart.

Two other interesting finds are a Spanish chart of the 
Caribbean, with the longitude based on the Prime 
Meridian being in Seville, Spain; and a 1790’s French 
chart, with the Prime being in Paris, France. Also in the 
collection is a set of early 1800’s U.S. charts of Polynesia 
and other Pacific Islands — published not by the hydro- 
graphic office, but by the “U.S. Expedition of 
Exploration.” (U.S.EX.EX.) 


Editor’s Note: Chet knows the sea lanes of the world int- 
mately, having spent half of his career as Master of his own 
ships, and the other half ashore, most recently as Vice 
President of Marine Ops with AMA-CGM (French Line). 
He has traveled over many of the same sea lanes as the early 
Masters, and finds endless pleasure in discovering the voyages 
plotted on the charts in the Museums historic collection.

Occasionally. seamen made decorative covers like this one, to protect a 
ship's steering whee! {itself often elegantly made) from the elements when 
it was not in active use. It must have been a matter of pride to someone 
that this full-rigged ship — built in Bath in 1869 - loolceci her best to all the 
critical eyes which would see her in port. Perhaps it was Captain Joseph A. 
Thomson himself, who was his namesake's first master. One assumes that 
the ship did not have 2 wheel house, which would have protected the 
wheel, and wouid have prevented people from seeing this cover.

Today rug hooking is a popular cratt 
for children and aduits everywheie.

This is another photograph donated by 
Dr. Charles E. Burden, purchased in a 
Maine flea market or antique shop, 
without precise provenance. The sign 
on the building says “Rowe's Boat 
Yard,” and the general feeling evokes 
the 1920s, when four-cycle marine 
engines were coming in. There is a 
steam or motor launch with lots of 
windows tucked under the shed roof, 
and at the left is what looks like a pow- 
ered fishing boat with the name Yankee.
